Paffed De- An ACT for the relief of George Jacob Schly.

Preamble. HEREAS George Jacob Schly, of Frederick county, on the tentls
day of October, feventeen hundred and eighty-one, became purchafer
of three feveral lots or pieces of confifcated land, late the property

of Daniel Dulany, fon of Daniel, to wit, lot No. 33 at fix hundred and thirty
ounds, lot No. 9 at one thoufand one hundred pounds, and lot No. 15 at
feven hundred and feventy pounds, amounting in the whole to two thoufand five
hundred pounds, for which one bond was the fame day given, and on which
there have been feveral payments, fo that on the whole of the faid purchafes
there now remains’ due one thoufand five hundred and eighty-one pounds fix
thillings and four-pence, or thereabouts, but a part of the intereft hath been
* paid by the fecurities of the faid George Jacob Schly, and at their requeft legal
proceedings have been had againft the faid George Jacob Schly, who hath fu-
perfeded the faid debt till the tenth day of February next, and hath prayed this
general affembly that he may be allowed to give new fecurity, and that on his fo
doing, fully indemnifying his fecurities, paying all intereft due and cofts incur-
red, all proceedings at law may ceafe:

fin certun II. Be it enaltend, by the General Affembly of Maryland, That on the faid
furmer pogd O€orge Jacob Schly’s fully repaying and fatisfying to his fecurities all money ad-
wbevoid, vanced or paid by them as his fecurities in the faid bond, with legal iatereft
ke thereon, and alfo paying all cofts incurred on proceedings at law on the faid
bond, and all intereft due on the fame bond, and alfo giving a bond for the ba-
lance due, or feparate bonds for the balances due on any one or more of the faid
purchafes, for the balances due on them refpectively, after applying the payments
made to any or either of his faid purchafes, with good and fufficient fecurities,
fuch as the treafurer fthall approve, on or before the tenth day of February next,
the faid former bond thall be void as if new fecurity had been given on the de~
mand of his fecurities, and the faid new bond or bonds fhall be of the fame effe&
as if given on their faid demand, ani all legal proceedings againft the faid George
Jacob Schly fhall ceafe, and he fhall be entitled to a cenveyance for each feparate

paicel, on full payment therefor, as if the fame had been feparately bonded for.

faid deed, through negle® or ignorance, hath never been recorded within the
